The Jaguar C-X75 - an all- 
electric, four-wheel drive, 
780bhp concept - was shown 
at last year's Paris Motor Show 
but Jaguar has confirmed it is 
building this car, albeit with 
a few tweaks. 

The concept featured four 
195bhp electric motors to 
carry the bonded aluminium 
and carbon-fibre car to a 
top speed of 205mph and 
provide 1,180lb-ft of torque. 
Figures of 0-186mph in 15.7 
seconds were mooted. 
The two-seater C-X75 charged 
its 230kg lithium-ion battery 
pack with a pair of gas turbines 
spinning at over 80,000rpm. 
These run fist-sized generators 
and are designed to work on 
biofuel, diesel or LPG. 
Jaguar has said there'll be 
a limited-edition of 250 cars, 
with fewer than 50 using the 
gas turbine technology. So 
what about the other 200? 
That's where the Williams F1 
team comes in. 







Keen to make sure this stays 
a truly British car, Jaguar has 
enrolled Williams F1 to help 
build parts including the 
C-X75's carbon-fibre tub. I 
Keeping things on an F1 
theme, with all cars on 
the grid using tuned four- 
cylinder, 1.6-litre engines 
by 2013, Jaguar intends to 
fit a Cosworth engine that 
should kick out 500bhp! 
With electric motors stii 





driving all four wheels, the 
Cosworth 1.6 (made in 
Northamptonshire) will most 
ikely assist the power when 
required. In other words, 
you're staring at a 1,000bhp 
plug-in hybrid hypercar made 
entirely in the Midlands! 
Running purely on electric 
power will be possible in 
urban places but when you 
drop the hammer, the C-X75 
will reach 0-62mph in 3.4 
seconds, 100mph in 5.5 
seconds and from standstill 
to 186mph in a Veyron- 
slapping 15.7 seconds. 
So, a hybrid British brute that's 
faster than a Veyron. Yours for 
a mere £700k. Pick your jaw 
up off the floor, Bugatti!

If all of the above sounds like 
the rantings of madmen, well, 
that's not too far from the truth. 
Unfortunately, the people 
in question are committed, 
organised and have a lot of 
weaponry at their disposal. 
Welcome to the crazy world 
of America's new militias. 



FREEDOM FIGHTERS 

Incensed over immigration, 
economic struggles and the 
thought of a black President, 
these paramilitaries urge 
"patriots" to ready themselves 
to fight for their freedom. 

Mostly right-wing Christian 
"gun nuts", the militias' anger 
is fuelled by bizarre beliefs. For 
example, one group believes 
that the Federal Government is 
building concentration camps 
on military bases, to detain 
anti-government dissidents 
after they've used foreign 
troops to enforce a new world 
order that would merge the 
US, Canada and Mexico. 

One militiaman, former 
Arizona cop Jack McLamb, 
claims the government has 
placed coloured dots on 
people's mailboxes so Chinese 
mercenaries will know what 
to do with those who live 
at each address. A blue dot 
means you'll be taken to 



i 





a concentration camp. Get 
a red dot, though, and you'll be 
shot in the head, at once. 

BUTCHERED 

This may make the militias 
sound more comical than 
dangerous, but the Oklahoma 
City bombing of 1995, which 
killed 168 people, and the siege 
at Waco, Texas, in 1993, in 
which 76 died, were both the 



acts of "patriot groups. 

In the past year alone, militia 
members have been convicted 
of planning to destroy the 
108-storey Sears Tower in 
Chicago, mounting at least five 
assassination attempts against 
President Obama, murdering 
six police officers, plotting 
a nationwide bombing spree 
against Federal offices and 
readying huge, illegal arsenals 
to use against the authorities. 

RELIGIOUS ARMY 

On one occasion, the FBI 
raided perhaps the scariest 
militia group of them all, the 
Midwest's Hutaree group, 
who planned to murder police 
officers during traffic stops, 
and then bomb their funeral 
motorcades for good measure 

"They believed this series o^ 
attacks would set off a large 
uprising," said Attorney 
General Eric Holder. "They 
were conspiring to levy war 
against the United States." 

The Hutaree call themselves 



"Christian warriors" and say 
they're preparing for the 
Antichrist. "We will one day 
see the enemy and meet him 
on the battlefield as God wills 
it," says their website, "and 
anyone who does not share 
in the Hutaree's beliefs." 

It's thought there are militia 
groups in 40 of the 50 states. 
Members train by practising 



guerrilla-style hit-and-run 
tactics, simulating attacks 
on Federal buildings, fuel 
dumps, airports and bridges, 
They recruit at picnics and gun 
shows and hold machine-gun 
firings and weapons classes in 
the deep woods where rookies 
learn to shoot, survive sieges 
and tend to the wounded. 

"They've prepared stashes of 
the Tour Bs' - Bibles, bullets, 
beans and bandages - and they 
train in military tactics and 
weapons handling," an intel 
expert told Nuts. "We've 
uncovered files on law officers 
and their families, on judges, 
prosecutors and lawmakers. 
Their training manuals are 
also explicit: 'Human targets 
will be engaged and, when it's 
beneficial to the cause, eliminate 
those who oppose us.'" 

DEADLY THREAT 

Despite all this, there's a veneer 
of ineptitude and buffoonery 
that the militias just can't seem 
to shake off. Recentlv, the son 




of a Californian day-care 
centre owner, Ben Kuzelka, 
turned up at his local hospital 
missing three fingers, saying 
he'd accidently shot himself. 
Their suspicions aroused, 
police raided his home and 
found a marijuana-growing 
operation, Nazi paraphernalia 
and the bomb-making 
equipment that had caused 
Kuzelka's wounds. 

Not that the US authorities 
can afford to indulge the 
militia's eccentricities. "There's 
a lot of loony rhetoric," said an 
ATF (Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms) agent, "but they're 
heavily armed, and there's 
a tragedy waiting in any 
confrontation with them."i
